At that 
moment,, a man named Lameiville, a hair- 
dresser^,'^^. in the prison, of tiie Conoier- 
gerie under sentence of death for ooinbig, 
but he made his escape, , A few days af tor- 
"^ra^cda'he called npon'Sieigeant Marceauj a 
municipal bfiScer, ' who had rendered him 
some service while in prison, and told the 
policeman that while in confinement ho 
bad heard tlio men talking, and had dis- 
covered the hiding place of the precious 
objeotSj viz. : in the hollows of two largo 
beams in a garret iu a certain street. The 
Sergeant went himself to search, and re- 
covered the whole of them, the Regent, tho 
Saucy, &o.

Bamum says that the best investment ho 
has ever made was the $1,000 which ho 
gave (1835) to tho Philadelphia exhibitors 
of Joice Heth, the pretended negro nurse 
of Georgo Washington. Hp hatl then lo.st 
most of his property, and borrowing the 
amount from his friends, he made a journey 
to Philadelphia to investigate the prospect 
of turning the old colored woman to poou- 
acuotmt. Satisfied that there was 
^tai^eyui her, he purchased her cosh down ; 
"advertised her so cunningly that ha created 
■great Curiosity to see her, and soon took in 
$1,600 a week. After the city had been 
gratified by the sight of Joice, he travelled 
through tho country with her, in connection 
with a company of mountebanks, and made 
a good deal of money. This was Bamuni's 
first venture aa a showman, and dotermiued 
his career. He cleared directly it is alleged, 
$50,000 out of Joice Ileth, and indirectly 
an immense fortune. Ho had not had her 
much more than a year when sho very un- 
gratefully died, ond on autopsy proved her 
to have been but 75 to 80 year.s old, in.stead 
of 161, as had been claimed. Barnum said 
he had bought her for the latter age, and 
bad dono his best to make tho public Lo- 
Uevo her so old. It was her fault if sho 
had fallen short of what was expected of 
her by some 80 years. She might have - 
been 161, no doubt, if sho had wanted to 
be, and her failure to attain that degree of 
venerableness evineed on her part a dispo- 
sition to disappoint a too credulous and 
confiding community;-! The world is studded 
with Joice Heths, vrith a difference autl 
onending variety of names.

During tlie five yours enilijig 1870, 
Canada sont England about 81-r>,000,- 
000 worth of tiniber. in Novii >Sooti:i 
the approximate amount of tiniber-])ro- 
ducing land was, in 1872, computed at 
9,000,000 acres; in Ontario, 30,000 
square miles; in Quebec, 73,711,114 
acres ; New Brunswick, G, 000, 000 
acres. In Briti.sh Columbia about 110,- 
000,000 acres are covered with timber. 
Newfoundland, too, is densely wooded, 
but the forest fires have there, as also 
to a considerable degree in Canada, 
made serious inroads. In Natal, Africa, 
the Crown forests have for some time 
time been suffering so seriously from 
the depredations of the natives, that 
the Surveyor-General has absolutely 
prohibited the nao of foreign lands for 
cultivation of crops. It is computed 
that OapejCoiony has betweeiv:500 and 
600 8q\iare' miles of forest. Between 
1868 and 1878, British Honduras sent 
34,000,000 feet of mahogany, in Vic- 
toria, Australia, timber is diminishing 
far too rapidly, and in Western Aus- 
tralia the Governor thinks that .steps 
must bo taken to arrest destruction. In 
Queensland tin annual license fee is ox- 
acted from wood cutters; and an ofli- 
cer has been appointed to report on the 
public timl)cr-proilucing lands, with a 
view to their conservation, 'rasniania 
(Van Dieman's liand) has about iS, 000,- 
000 acres under timber, of which about 
1,000,000 are in private hands. In 
Ceylon steps were some time since 
taken to arrest roekhjss destrnction. in 
Queen.sland and South Australia the 
clearing of the forests lias produced no 
effect whatever on the rainfall. In St. 
Helena, on the other hand, where the 
destruction of the trees shortly after 
colonization of the island was followcil 
by a succession of severe and <lestruo- 
tive droughts, now that the forests have 
been allowed to grow again, theic has 
been much less trouble on that score. 
The climate of Janniica is reponeu 
much drier of late years in the south 
side of the island, where the greatest 
clearances have been made. 



THE DELAY ACCOUNTED FOR. 



There is, there can be, but one ex- 
planation of the continued silence of 
the Otta.wa Government respecting the 
railway work which thbv promised to 

commence in the present season and 
vigorously pusli towards coiiii}letion. 
The route, when the pledge was made, 
remained an open question. Mr, C.\m hi i; 
was instructed to explore the country 
lying between the Cascade rango anil 
the Saskatcliewan country, whilst two 
parties of engineers ran lines .from Port 
Simpson to Skeenn river and thence 
up that stream towards tlie nearest 
available pass (Fryiiigpan) in the Cas- 
cade range. Mr. Ca.mbie and parties 
lefb here on J une 3d. He expected to 
reach Port Edmonton (east of the 
Rocky Mountains) early in September. 
Fort Edmonton has telegraphic com- 
munication with Ottawa. Upon ar- 
rival at Edmonton ho was instructed 
to wire the result of his observations 
in the interior, so that the Govern- 
ment might without further delay select 
a route and proceed to advertise for 
tenders. Yesterday's mail brought 
us Canadian files to the 19th ult., and 
we had telegraphic communication with 
the Federal Capital yesterday moi-ning. 
No mention is made in j)aper or dis- 
patchis of tidings of Mr. Cambii: or of 
Kev. Mr. Gobdok and Mr. Dawson, 
who started to accompany him across 
the country. The work taken in hand 
by Mr. Cambie has required a more 
critical examination than was at first 
supposed, or the rivers were high and 
crossings difficult, or something out of 
the way has hap])ened to prevent tbe 
party getting through "on time." The 
Federal Government are doubtless 
awaiting as anxiously as we of Brit- 
ish Columbia are for the arrival of the 
party. Until Mr. C^amdie's report 
has been received no decision will be 
reached respecting route; and without 
a :route defined how can construction 
begini

Saanicb Agrricultural Show. 

The annual exhibition of agricultural 
products and stock under tho auspices of 
the Saanich Agricultural Society was held 
yesterday at the fair grounds. South 
Saanich. The attendance of settlers of 
the district and visitoW^K|rftUfi cityand 
vicinity wiis' very numerous and it was 
estimated that the number present during 
the day was considerably larger than that 
on any previous occasion of a similar 
nature. Tho steamer Maude left horo at 
9:30 a.m. and after a pleasant trip of tvY'o 
and a half hours' duration landed her 
passeagera at Hi^rfaon's wharf, about a 
mile and a-half from the show grounds. 
A largo number of citizens, however, pro- 
ceeded to the exhibition in wheeled 
vehicles. The weather was propitious for 
tho event until about 2 p.m., when rain 
connnoncod to fall heavily, continuing for 
upwards of two hours. Tho visitors, 
however, found airiple'sholter in the largo 
building in which tho exhibition was held.

Plums, peaches 
and grapes of diff'drent varlieties wore ex- 
cellent and the numerous samples of 
wheat — both fall and spring — barloj' and 
other grain wore a decided credit to tho 
lsl!\nd and i)articularly to the district in 
which they wero raised. Carrots, par- 
snips, beefs, cabbage and onions were all 
well represented, tho exjiibits of each 
surpassing the expectations off the judges. 
The samples of hops, in clusters, just 
picked from the vines, were also very 
tine. One of tho principal features of tho 
exhibition w.aa tho Percheron horses ex- 
hibited by Mr. Myer of Ashland, Oregon. 
These animals attracted much attention 
and wore universally admired by the farm- 
ers and stock-raisers present. They also 
received high encomiums from tho judges.

ILLFEELINO BETWEEN" OEUMANV AND 
BU8.SIA. 

London, Aug, 2G. — Tho Foreign 
Oflice at Berlin lias addressed a letter 
to the Imperial Chancellor, making 
formal complaint; of the undisguised 
hostility towards Germany, which has 
for some time been manifested by the 
Russian press. Tiiis letter, which is 
understood to have been dictated by 
Prince Bismarck, is couched in ex- 
tremely plain and emphatic language. 
It calls the attention of tho Ru.ssian 
Oovernment to the fact that institu- 
tions of Russia give the Government 
absolute control over the press of that 
country, and if the Russian newspapers 
are permitted persistently to express 
iiostilo sentiments towards a country 
with which Russia is at peace, it must 
bo with conuivance and tacit a])proval 
of Russian administration, A reply to 
tkis letter has been received at Berlin 
from the Russian chancollor and the 
])urport of its contents has been com- 
municated to the semi-oflicial press of 
Berlin, The Ru.ssian letter, which is 
written in tho usual adroit ,style of 
Muscovite di))lomacy, states that Plis 
Majesty, the Czar, finds it impossible, 
oven if it were desirable, to check the 
expression of opinion on tlia part of 
independent organs of public sentiment, 
III Berlin this reply is considered as 
diseiigenuous in the e.^treme. The ab- 
solute control which the Russian ad- 
ministration C-xercises over newspapers 
of the Empire is too well known to per- 
mit the excuse set forth in the Russian 
letter to be accepted as anything but a 
mockery, Tho estrangement between 
Russia and Germany daily increases 
and it is believed that unless Prince 
Bismarck is playing one of his unex- 
pected games, of which tho result is to 
be exactly the contrarj of that expect- 
ed Ity sjieetators, war IseCween tbe two 
hjmpiros is not improbable. Mean- 
while the relations between Austria 
and Germany daily become more cor- 
dial and if things continue as thoy are, 
in tlie event of war between Russia and 
Germany, Austria would be found on 
the side of the latter.

EASTERN STATES 
New York, Sept 29.— At 8:15 
RowcU walked around carrying the 
American flag and Merrit ran around 
with the Union Jack, the band playing 
alternately "Yankee Doodle" and 
"God Save the Queen," the dense 
crowd cheering, whistling and clap- 
ping iianda. The frenzy seized tho 
vast mass of people in the streets, and 
their responsive roar filled the garden, 
where the cheering was renewed, 
when a grand floral piece — a shield 
surmounted by waving corn — was pre- 
sented to Rowell. It bore the inscrip- 
tion, "To Charles Rowell, by the Al- 
bion Society." It was carried in front 
of Rowell for several laps, and in a 
few minutes tho uproar seemed re- 
doubled when Merrit, TIazael and 
Rowell, hand-in hand — Merrit the 
central figure — walked around the 
track. They stopped opposite the 
time-keepers' stand and said : "Gen- 
tleman, I thank you. I am through." 
Tho throe men retired from the track 
and match at 8:25, their scores being: 
Rowell 530 miles; Merritt, rilS: Ilaz- 
ael, 500 and 1 lap. 

New York, Sept, 24,-- The Herald 
says: Laura D. Fair lectured at 
Chickcring Hall last night before an 
audience reispectable both in numbers 
and character. Her theme was "Chips 
from California," Money, she said, 
was the only thing necessary to open 
the drawing rooms of California soci- 
ety. Native literature and native art 
found in California a poor foster- 
mother. The San Francisco stock 
broker was next described as a gener- 
ous, dishonest, open-handed and over 
dressed sort of person, who patronized 
a class of women quite as- rapid as the 
horses which ho sits behind, "Gone to 
the springs," was in the end written on 
the doora of tbe San Franeisco broker, 
which meant that he had failed and 
absconded. The bonanza kings were 
described. One, she said, is dead ; an- 
other, who puts up all the big jobs, 
looks exceedingly careworn, and the 
third is studying French.

York politician. 

Buffalo, Sept, 25. — On Tuesday 
last Charles E. Schuyler, of Little 
Falls, a telegraph operator, called on 
the daughter of one of the prominent 
citizens at ber school. Schuyler repre- 
sented to tho girl that he was in the 
employ of her father, who had been 
injured by the fall of a building, and 
desired to see her. She accompanied 
Schuyler to tho place where he said her 
father was lying, and as tho two en- 
tered the room be locked tbe door, and 
told the girl she was a prisoner until 
money had been paid him. He then 
forced her to copy the following part of 
a letter to her father, which he had 
written: *'Dea7- Pnpa: I ask you to 
give this man §500, for unless ho raises 
that sum within a week be is rained. 
He pledges you his word and honor 
that it shall be returned to you in 60 
days. For this loan he has no security 
to ofi'er except myself, whom he has in 
keeping. He must have this sum im- 
mediately, within a week. So lc::g as 
I think you intend to pay this sum 
just so long shall I be kindly dealt 
with. Bub at the first indication — 
At this point the girl stopped writing 
and begged to be released, promising to 
raise the required sum and bring it to 
him. On her swearing never to dis- 
close what bad happened, she was re- 
leased, and yesterday told tbe story. 
Sebuyler was arrested and confesRed 
liia crime toi-day. On bis person was 



found the letter to tbe father of the 
girl, and another, in substance that he 
hadhis son Willio,-six years old, in 
custody, and would release him on the 
payment of §5,000, and if not forth- 
coming the child would bo drowned. 
Schuyler^-waa held to bail in §5,000; 
Tbe names and residences of a number 
of children of wealthy people were also 
found upon him. 

GERMANY. 
London, Sept. 25. — Tlie Berlin Pro- 
vincial Conespondenz publishes an ap- 
peal to Prussian electors in behalf of 
Bismarck, urging them to trust him 
once more in the approaching elections 
to the landtag. It directs the attention 
of Catholics to the fact that the chan- 
colldr has been actively negotiating 
with a distinguished papal envoy at 
Gastoin (without, however, giving any 
hint of tho result), while it assures liber- 
als from official sources that the supreme 
power of tho state in state alliiirs will bo 
in no wise sacrificed. It ofl'ers to tho 
military .and upper classes the spectaclo of 
a bold and open consolidation of an Aus- 
trian alliance, and to all it promises a re- 
duction of direct taxes. Tlio article states 
that it will bo tho duty of tho next land- 
tag to complete the purchase of private 
railways by the state, and to olloct their 
thorough reorganization so that the coun- 
try may enjoy thom in uniformity, con- 
venience and cheapness. Tho article con- 
cludes: "Let the oleotors take care that 
tho next landtag consists of an over- 
whelming body of members who, on tho 
ground of common economical endeavors, 
luave full sympathy with Bismarck and 
tho government as to the consequences to 
Prussian taxation, of German economical 
reform." 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Sept, 2^, — Dennis 
Kearney again sent up his card to Gen. 
Grant to-day, who, as before, declined to 
SQobim. Those who visited tho s.and lots 
to-day in expectation of hearing Kearney 
pronounce a diatribe against Grant, wero 
disappointed. In tho course of his cus- 
tomary speech, the agitator referred to 
his unsuccessful attempts to obtain an in- 
terview with tho General, stating tiiat his 
intention Wcos to invito him to the sand 
lots. Ho proposed to niako no comments 
on Grant's refusal to see him, leaving in- 
telligent workingmon to form their own 
conclusions.
